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8. (Amended) An insulative blanket comprising: 

an insulative layer having a ba$&^md a plurality of protrusions extending from 

*J/^ said base; 

a moisture-impervious layer having first and second sides, said first side of said 
moisture-impervious la^er secured to said base, said moisture-impervious layer closing said 
protrusions forjHmg insulative enclosures; and 

a reflective layer having first and second sides, said first side of said insulative 
lavef attached directly to said second side of said moisture-impervious layer, whereby said 
insulative layer and said reflective layer are on opposite sides of said moisture-barrier layer, said 
second side of said reflective layer exposed and providing an exterio r^surface of said blanket. 
15. (Amended) An insulative blanket comprising: 

a first moisture-barrier layer having an inp£r surface and an outer surface; 
a second moisture-barrier layer hayjrfg an inner surface and an outer surface; 
an insulative layer having an/upper surface and a lower surface, said insulative 
layer defining a plurality of protrusio#£ said inner surface of said first moisture-barrier layer 
attached to said upper surface of smd insulative layer, said inner surface of said second moisture- 
barrier layer being attached to said lower surface of said insulative layer closing said protrusions 
to define a plurality of insulative elements; . and 

a reflective layer having first and second sides, said first side of said reflective 
layer attached tp^ne of said outer surface of said first barrier-barrier layer and said outer surface 
of said secoiid moisture-barrier layer, said second side of said reflective layer being exposed to 
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form ar^ejctemal surface of said blanket 



19. (Amefided) The insulative blanket of claim 15 wherein said insulative layer and said 
moistup^Darrier layers are plastic. 

22. (Amended) An insul^ti^e blanket comprising: 
an insulate layer; 

bisture-impervious layer attached to said insulative layer; and 
a reflective layer having a first side attached directly to one of said moisture- 
impervious layer and said insulative layer, said reflective layer further having an exposed second 
side forming an exposed outer surface of said blanket. 

24. (Amended) The insplative blanket of claim 23 wherein said reflective layer is 
attached to said base. 

25. (Amended) /the insulative blanket of claim 23 wherein said reflective layer is 
attached to said moisture-impervious layer. 

26. (Amended) The insulative blanket of claim 22 comprising a second moisture- 
impervious l^yer attached to said base closing said protrusions forming insulative enclosures. 

REMARKS
